under.-the jurisdiction of the Czecho- 
Slojrfik government. 


"Figuring that the krone is worth 


on.ly"/about 5 cents at the present 
yine, outside of foodstuffs, every- 
thing is cheaper lian in this coun- 
try. 
A good dinner costs about 30 


kronen; a hog sells for as much' aa 
8,000-to'D^OO kronen; while a good 
suit of clothes about 800 kronen. In 
spite -of ;the war the country-has 
progressed. 
Practically 
every 


farmer has electrical appliances of 
every kind now and does his thresh- 
tog in the most modern way. 


"American foodstuffs are 
going 


into Bohemia by the carload and al- 
most all restrictions on food insti- 
tuted .by the government daring thi 
war have now been removed. 


"The three' and a half million Ger- 


man people placed tinder the juris- 
diction of the Czechc?-Slovak gov- 
ernment by the terms of the peace, 
treaty, are being persecuted by that 
government in much the same man- 
ner that the Irish are being perse- 
cuted .by lie English. 
Their houses 


are being searched by the Czecho- 
slovak soldiery for arms and.ammu- 
nition and numerous and unjustifi- 
able arrests are made. 


"Please don't spend any money in 


sending us papers. 
They are gen- 


erally threp to four weeks on tha 
vrmy, so that most of the news sre 
already surpassed and therefore not 
of great interest 
Besides are all 


yowr American papers full of a 'lot 
of things which we don't understand 
over here. 
Some seem, even silly to 


us and we are surprised that yout 
people find any~ interest or pleasure 
in reading them. 
I would near.'y 


call it a lot of rot and'it'is a true 
sign that you over there do not 
know what- it really is "war." , Else 
people would want to read- other 
things. 
We have learned to know, 


it in all possible shapes and: our 
minds have turned stern and^ ara 
worried too much about other things. 
So we cannot else than be surprised 
by seeing the stuff your people>Tead:; 
This regarding your English papers. 


"Therefore, I quite believe that 


many of yovr people only now- come 
to realize that we had war and what 
that means.

Pres. Birge Not Worried 
About Lure of Money for 


Country's Youth 


Poor pay for people who-seek in- 


tellectual work is an old story, ac- 
cording to 
President 
Edward A. 


Birge of the University of Wiscon- 
sin. But no true student is deterred 
from study because he will not get 
a salary equal to those of crafts- 
men, 
is his opinion. And there are 


always enough of the people who 
come to the University because "God 
has set the world in their hearts" 
to relieve any educator from.anxiety 
on the subject. 's 
"Someone is frankly pessimistic 


regarding the possibility of an ade- 
quate constituency for colleges, be- 
cause the cash rewards_ of 
brain 


workers are so far inferior to those 
•of craftsmen," said-President Birge. 


"I do not share in their fears. The 


inadequate reward .of learning has 
been for centuries -and for millenia 
the theme of'poet and scholar. It 
'is no new thing, or one brought~to 
light Tiy this war. . It has rather 
been weH known since the Trojan 
war. 
The world has had time to 


become adjusted to this fact. 
. "No man here, therefore, 
who 


went to college, I venture to say, 
did so in the expectation of getting 
rich. .We knew this oO years ago 
as well as -the youth of today .can 
Tnao'w it—that college offers no road 
to wealth. Yet we chose this higher 
education as our spiritual ancestors 
had done for many generations, un- 
deterred by the certainty of small 
financial gains. 


Little Love for Craft Labor. 


"The reason for our 
choice is 


plain. Look at the plumber or any 
other wealthy craftsman, of whom 
some seem to be somewhat envious. 
If we may trust the oflicial attitude 
of the organizations to which they 
belong, they have little or no love 
for their work. -They regard it as 
the price which they pay in order to 
find enjoyment elsewhere and they 
constantly struggle to make this 
price as small as possible. . We, on 
the other hand, chose the'-higher ed- 
ucation in.order ^hat we'might'find 
happiness and pleasure in our daily 
work, not outside of it. The result 
has justified oar hopes; and so long 
as human nature remains' as it has 
been during all time there will be 
many who believe that the life is 
more, than meat, who will look for 
happiness in life's activities 
and 


win be more .than willing to pay 
the cash price of such happiness. 


"Intellectual labor; now 
as- al- 


ways* is very inadequately paid. Its 
pay ought to rise and it will rise, 
but fehe- pay for other labor will 
similarly, increase and-the compar- 
ative . injustice vrill remain just as 
it has always existed:" But .in spite 
of this, the'colleges will not be de- 
serted; nor will- the number who 
corae there, because 'God has; set 
the world in their .hearts' be small- 
er in the present generation, than it 
was'in those that are past." .

issued the first number of "The 
Wisconsin Apprentice" for the new 
school year. 


The Industrial _ Corcmission_ re-

minimum wage order. 
The mini- 


mum wage law applies to 'all minor 
employes, as well as all women em- 
ployes, but legally indentured ap- 
prentices are expressly 
exempted.

not allow .the apprenticeship law_ to

down the minimum wage law," said

Sport Writer Takes Up 
Doubtful Points in Great

Since the forward pass was adopt- 


ed in 1906 the'-question of a player 
receiving a forward pass inrthe end 
zone has been a bone of contention/ 
Some.coaches and officials maintain 
the player must remain in the zone 
after the catch is made, regardless 
of whether he is knocked out of the 
field of play or carried over the end 
line by his' own momentum. 


Entitled to Touchdown. 


This play should be ruled a touch- 


down if the player actually catches 
the ball in the zone while all his 
person is in the field of play.- If the 
cateh is this made it does not mat- 
ter whether he steps over the end 
line or side line extended through 
his own momentum. Neither does 
it matter if he is thrown over the 
end.or sideline by a hard tackle. 
The rules 
specifically state the 


player's feet'shall be" taken 
into 


consideration when the legality of 
the play As questioned.. . 


Another point which is not clear 


in the minds of all closely-identified 
with football is the .disposition of 
the ball when it is kicked into the 
goal posts from behind the 
goal

cross bar or uprights and it boards 
back over the goal line i: if a ire; 
ball. If the oval is recovered by I'M 
kicking .side back of its goal line it 
is a safety. 
If the defending team

In the event the ball bounds beck 
over the fence and into the star.ds 
it is a' safety regardless of who re- 
covers it. 


Passes from Behind Goal. 


In connection with this point it is 


necessary to comment on forward 
passes .made from behind the gos: 
line. If a forward pass siarted back 
of the- goal line strikes the goal 
posts, bounds back, and hits L" 
ground, it is incomplete, and a safe- 
ty results. If, however, one of the 
passer's side catches the ball as i: 
bounded back from

would be complete, the same as^if 
caught in the field of play. If I'nJ 
catcher was tackled back of the line 
it would be a safety.

The Commissioner of Internal Revenue gives some 


interesting information as to the profits made by oil 
companies for 1916, which are the. last figures of the 
bareau available. This was before profiteering in the 
name of patriotism became quite the most profitable 
profession in America for a little group of undemo- 
cratic Americans. , In that year, corporations develop- 
ing oil, gas, and salt wells had a. net income of $236,- 
795,209; during the same year, corporations extracting 
coal had a net income of $271,087,120. During the same 
year, corporations extracting gold, silver and other 
precious metals had a net income of only $14,907,086. 


The Commissioner of Internal Revenue also re- 


ports in 1916 the average net income of 2,554 mine own- 
ers- and operators was $45,140. Eleven mine owners 
and operators had a net income in 1916 of over $1,000,- 
000; 10 had a net income of over $1,500,000; and sev- 
eral .a net income of over $6,000,000. The total net 
income of corporations extracting minerals was in 1916, 
$798,883,349. 


These figures show clearly wny American finan- 


. ciers are so anxious to be allowed to grab the people's 


natural resources. 
They show equally clearly why 


Congress should refuse to turn over the people's re- 
sources for the enrichment of the few arid the impover- 
ishment of the many.
